“Lord Rosebery said that when he hoard ibe 
proposer-say that he had found something rela- 
tive tohim fn the variety column of a weekly 
newspaper he broke out in‘a cold-perspiration: 
It-was formidabls enough to be. dealt with in 
tho maiter’ of fact. columns of @ newspaper, 
but when thay went toghe variety columns, the 
“imagination of the nowspaper-writer knew no 


bounds, and he was glad to find that it refersed 


to. nothing but his despondency expressed not 
long ago.in regard to the popularity’ of the, 
Waverley Novels. That despondency was not 
expresied in Scatland, of course.. If. he “des: 
ponded about the loyalty of Scotland in regard, 
to the Waverley Novels he would be beyond 
the consolations of Job. | But He wae sceptical 
about England. He-was not sure (hat the 
Scottish dialect was altogether “Appreciated 
south of the Tweed, and he rather thought 
that moié sensational “pastures” were requir. 
ed thun were furnished by. these glorious 
masterpieces. , 

Lord Rosebery’ sheen addressed a 
public gathering in’ the People's Hall of the 


‘town. He said the first thing they bad to do 


was to thank Mr, Gamegies'who had given 
then the library, and thefbest form in which 
they could show their gratitude to Mr. Carnes 
gic wasto use the library as much as possible, 
Mr. Carnegie had given scores of libraries all 
overthekingdom. It was the main use to 
which he had devoted his enormous wealth, 
and he had been the means, therefore, of con- 
ferring incalculable benefit upon his country. 
But that was not an unmixed benefit. There 
had b:en hutidreeds of speeches dolivered’ on 
the same topic to which Mr, Carnegio’s bene- 
factions had given rise, and he considered 
such A multilude of speeches a great curse to 
the. country, Anything that tended to the 


multiplication of speeches was a curse to the 


coudtry, 

The subject upon which he had to speak 
had been drained to ihe dregs, and he 
was nat‘prepared to tome before them, and 
tell them of the virtues of reading, and to tell 
them that knowledge was power, Of course 
knowledge was power, In a certain sense 
that wis a great truth,, but it was not 
the whole fruth, Knowledge was power, 
but that did not necessarily mean book know- 
ledge. Book knawledge was only a part of 
the knowledge that constituted power, - Books 
were excellent things. 
treason if he were to deny that, coming there 
to opena free library; buta gluttony of.books 
was just as bad as a surfeit of anything else, 
There were'a great many excellent people he 


knew i inthis world who spent all their days in 


réadinig, and who were of no tse to thomselves 
or anybody else. The fact was that an’ ap- 
petite for reading— more, reading of impres- 
sion, without digesting, and without frult—was 
as. unWwholesome as any other form of glutiony, 
ICheemed to him that when they left schoo! or 
college the true knowledge thay had to acquire 
was that with reference (o the adoption of their, 
trade ar profession in life, the adjustment of 
their pilgrimage to the performance of their 
duty, To nll that book knowledge could offer 
a great contribution, but it was by no means 
everything, The man of vigorous life among’ 
men would beat the man of books always, and 
al everything in this. world. But when saying 
that he was not disparaging theinstitution which 
he had opened. Mr, Carnegie, when he gave; 
them libraries, gave them the tools with which 
they. could work out their awn salvation. The 
only object of his remarks was to warn people 
that reading, would not do everything for them, 
Reading was only a partial-aid to that know: 
ledge of life which made for the perfection of 
mankind, They should have their hours of 


neglect their hours of action, He believed 
that the great difficulty that lay before any 
man of energy in this world was to adjust the 
balance between his life‘ of study-and his life 
Mr, Gl:dstone, by the ‘aid of im- 
mense industry, was pethaps the only man he 
had ever known who was able to carry out the 
balance satisfactorily:to himself and to others, 

There was, however, one case in which 
hooks were certainly an end in themselves, 
and’ that was to refresh and to recruit after 
fuligue, When the object was to refresh and

He 
would think the evening of bis life extreme: 
ly well spent by trying to point out those 
authors who, in his judgment and in that 
of many better than himself, were in 
some danger of: being neglected in these 
days. One of the anthers who had been un- 
duly obscured in late years was Sydney Smith, 
who would be recollected by many present as 
the sayer of some bewilderingly funny jokes: 
‘That however, was one of the dangers to which 
‘his reputation had been exposed, for the man 


“who joked in this country on public occasions 
was a lost man. 


His fear was that under his 
reputation for humour the real merits of that 
great mao might be forgotten, for he wrote the 
best sense as well ns tho best nonsense in the 


-world, He asked them to read him in the 
spirit in which he approached great questions 


athe broad and tolerant, spirit in which he 
dealt with great issues, They might think it 
was not avery fruitiv! task to read the works 
of. Sydney Smith when the questions with 
which he dealt were dead. Yet every man who 


wished to.be educated had read the worke of 


Burke, and the questions with which Burke 
dealt were, in their concrete form, as dead as 
those with which Sydney Smith dealt, What 
‘he meant to urge was that if they wanted 
mental refreshment and to take large, broad, |" 
‘and generous views of life they should drink 
‘deeply of. the draughts of eloquence, wii, and 
‘common, sense furnished by. the. works. of |: 
‘Bydosy Smith... *
